U Is well that crtUclKm of our slale pcnl- 
LeiUlnry and pnrdoii board hiis rearlictl pro- 
portions tlial will demand n rcorfiaiilzallon 
of the whole spl-np. because niilcss such a 
Bhnke-up Is (orthcoming loUowlnR ihc Ren- 
oral election. Idaho will find lUclt In n mess 
wUh the po.st-war probloni o( crime. 

With no thouftlit or retractlnii anylhlnp we 
have written aRnlnsl the slate's pathetic 
penal system, wc wish to remind the people 
or Idaho nevertheless tlint It will take Inr 
more than a mere change In administrative 
personnel to correct the situation. 

There arc usually two sides to a atory ana 
our prison layout is no exception, And In this 
connection It la only fair that 8. M. Poarch, 
warden ol the penltcnttarv. shrnM have his 
say In pointing out the Inadequncie.'i of the 
prison it-seif. 

The warden. In imderlnklng a scries o( 
articles to fnmlllnrlzc the people with the 
prison's facilities, Jias this to say in part 

"While most other states have modified 
their buildings and their proRram In kceplnR 
with the times, Idaho has made practically 
no change since IROa. To cite one striltlnK 
example: The youthful olfonder at the Idaho 
state penitentiary has never been segregated 
from the hardened criminal; there are nc 
facilities for such obviously necessary Hegre, 
Eatlon. There Is no vocational training; then 
Ls no elementary education available, al- 
though many Inmates have hart little school- 
ing and are returned to society no better 
equipped than when they came in. 

'■While the InslilHUon la wotlilnB nlghl and 
day in the present emergency, it is vitally 
necessary to plan (or the future. We have to 
contemplate the paliiful fact that the peni- 
tentiary is ontlquatcd. Its social program and 
It^s buildings and racllltles have not been adi 
quato for years, and are certainly not Reared 

. to meet the post-war problems tliat will as- 
suredly lace all communities. The people of 

- Idaho must realize that the state penitentiary 
is actually In the horsc-and-buggy stage. 
Antiquated facilities must be replaced. A new 

; wall and buildings must be erected. The total 
estimated cost of necessary Improvements is 

■ over a half million dollars." 

That's the other side of the story, and 
something we might )usl Rs well lace. II they 
are going to be hone.st with themselves, the 
people of Idaho will support the lO-lS Icplsla- 
lure Sn the appropriation of sulilclonl Uinils 
to make neces.sary Improvements at the 
prison possible. That must go hand In hand 
with any reorganization of pardon board pro- 
cedure or administrative personnel. Other- 
wJso. with a "horse-and-biiEey" penitentiary. 
wo'H only be ftiddlng ourselves. 



A FIGHTING FOURTH 
It Is pleasant to reminisce about the good 
old days when our only Fourth of July wor- 
ries concerned the danger of fingers scorched 
by fire-crackers, ants eating the picnic pota- 
to salad, and the odds against getting somo- 
where and back without being hit by a holi- 
daying autolst. 

It would be pleasant, that Is, if we could 
appreciate the absence ot popping fireworks 
at home without cringing when wo, think of 
the reason why we arc being spared tho 
nerve- wracking sounds of previous Independ- 
ence days. 

Gunpowder has gone to war. and lads who 
once were admonished by doting parents to 
be careful of those "cannon crackers" are 
now hatidtlng bombs and shells cuch contain- 
ing enough explosive for a dozen old-time 
fireworks displays. 

Hands that once trembled with anUclpa- 
tion as th'ey lighted the fuses of sky-rockets 
in the family back yard are now at the con- 
trols of fighter planes and anti-aircraft guna 
which are blasting down the robot bombs 
with which Hitler's engineers have utilized 
the age-old rocket principle. 

Young minds which once thrilled to the 
crackling of flrecrockers are now being 
shocked and dulled by the unremitting thun- 
der of cannon, the scream of dropping bombs 
and the chatter of machine guns. 

Mothers whose only fears were for the 
minor dangers which beset their youngsters 
on Indcpchdenco day are now dreading every 
visit of a telegraph messenger, lest he bring 
news o( death, disappearance or roalmlgg ol- 
a soldier or sailor son. 

We remember the days when press associa- 
tions worked ovettSme on the Fourth of Juiy, 
tabulating the natlon-wldc automobile, 
drowning and fireworks accidents. Now a 
single dispatch from Normandy, U41y or the 
Pacific may t«ll ol casualties far more terrible 
than any July 4 toll. 

It used to be that July 5 was the day on. 
which newspaper .editorial writers deplored 
the toll of fireworks accidents, and parents 
tcwore that there would be no more roman 
candles to set fire to the neighbor's roof,'
